Just then, Alfredo, thinking Eisenstein, in jail, bursts into the room. To get rid of him, Rosalinda asks 
him_to return later. Eisenstein comes home, accompanied by his lawyer, Blint, whom he accuses of 
having bungled his case so that he has to go to jail. As Blint leaves, Eisenstein’s friend of bachelor 
Hania Falke, arrives to tell him of Prince Orlofsky’s ball; and the two plot to slip away to the evening’s 
estivities. 


Eisenstein and Rosalinda take mocking farewell of each other. In anticipation of Alfredo’s visit, 
Rosalinda sends Adéle away; after assisting her mistress into her negligée, she slips off to the ball. 
Rosalinda admits Alfredo; they are interrupted by the Warden of the Prison who has come to take 
Eisenstein to jail. In order to save Rosalinda’s honour, Alfredo must go to jail as her husband. Rosalinda 
is herself now free to follow her origina] plans for the evening—that is to attend the ball herself. 

Falke is the one who thought up all the evening’s mischief, to pay off an old score on Eisenstein. 
i were who sent the invitation to Adéle, it was he who persuaded Eisenstein to accompany him to 
the ball. 


ACT II 


Rosalinda arrives at the ball, masqued and disguised. To her annoyance, she finds Adéle, dressed 
in one of her gowns, posing as an opera singer. Even more annoying, she witnesses her husband, posing 
as a marquis, enjoying a fi'rtation with her! Rosalinda’s revenge is to win her husband, who becomes 
infatuated with this beautiful masaued lady, to the great amusement of Falke and Prince Orlofsky.) 
Rosalinda entices Eiserstein’s prized watch away from him, and slips away at the height of the festivities, 
before he learns her identity.

After the ball, Eisenstein, still pesing as a marquis, arrives at the jail to begin his sentence, only 
to learn that he has already heen locked up for the night in the person of the unfortunate Alfredo. 
Eisenstein is furious at his wife’s apparent duplicity, but along comes his own lawyer Blint to inform 
him that Rosalinda is shout to institute diverce preceedings against him for his behaviour during the 
previous night. Rosalinda herself arrives and confronts Eisenstein with his watch. Just then, Falke anc 
the ball guests enter to be on hand for the denouement, and explanations are given all round. In good 
humour, the company blame their indiscretions on the champagne, and all is forgiven.
